REPORTS OF SEVEN DEATHS 
MADE TO MEMPHIS, TENN. 


Memphis, Tenn., February 5.—A storm 
of wind and rain, which at times gained 
the velocity of a tornado, swept through 
portiong of Arkansas and Mississippi to- 
day, causing the death of seven persons 
and fatal injury to another, as weil as 
demolishing a murmber of smaller bulid- 
ings and causing other property d@qm- 
age. While wire communication is bad- 
ly demoratized and the reports rather 
meager, it is not believed that the fa- 

‘talities will exceed this number, 

At Stuttgart, Ark., the residence of 
Witt Shorey was demolished and Mrs. 
Garfield, a guest at the Shorey home, 
and a child were caught under falling 
timbers amd crushed to death. Mrs. 
Shorey. was taken from the ruins un- 
conscious, and. # is not beHeved that 
she can recover. Five barns were wreck- 
ed at Stuttgert, and in the surrounding 
country @ number of small builaings 
were destroyed and crops leveled. 

At Booth, near Rolling Fork, Miss.. a 
school house and a number of smalier 
structures were wrecked. Five negroes 
were crushed under the wreckage of a 
cabin and another badly hurt.

Findings Not Made Public, but 
It Is Believed They Are of 
Se Grave a Nature He Will 
Not Be Restored to Duty on 


Gibraltar, February 6.—The findings 
of the court-martial which heard the 
evidence against Captain Edward F. 
Qaultrough, of the battleship Georgia, 
on a charge of intoxication at Tangier, 
during a reception given there by the 
American minister, Samuel R. Gum- 
mere, and which were presented last 
night to Rear Admiral Sperry, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Altantic battle- 
ship fleet, were approved by the rear 
admiral at 8 o'clock this evening and 
forwarded to Washington. ¢ 

The findings were not made public 
but it is stated with certainty 
that Captain Qualtrough was not ac- 
quitted. It is believed, on the contrary, 
the findings are of so grave a nature 
that he will not be restored to duty. 


The rumor is abroad in ‘the fleet to- 
night that, should the findings be ap- 
proved by the navy department at 
Washington, Captain Qualtrough will 
be disgraced ard possibly dismissed 
from the service.

Sensational evidence promises to be 
introduced when the cases of W. G. 
Stradley, 41 years of age, and A. C. 
Osborn, 28 years old, arrested yester- 
day by Detectives Doyal and Brannan 
on charges of having kept whisky on 
hand for the purpose of illegal sale, are 
tried before Recorder Brovles,.for the 
detectives who have worked up the 
evidence say they have startling revela- 
ticns to make. Both men are being 
held under a $5,000 bond each. 

Stradley was arrested in Brooklyn 
about 4: o'clock in the afternoon and 
Osborn was taken in charge at the 
corner of Mitchell and Broad about 
8 o'clock. The detectives say they 
bought whisky from Stradley, using 
marked money, and that they have evi- 
dence sufficient to convict Osborn. 

In Osborn’s possession were found 
blank bills on which the officers say he 
kept account of sates of whisky, vari- 
ous checks, made out in the transac- 
tions of the alleged traffic were also 
found. In his pocket the officers found 
a note ook bearing the name of a 
Chattanooga whisky house. In it were 
entries of numerous orders made out 
urder names deciared by the detectives 
to be fictitious. It is said Osborn tried 
to pass the book to a negro, but the 
move was detected by the officers. 

The Last Straw, Says Jett. 


When asked about the matter, Cap- 
tain Jett, of the detective force, said 
that the arrests of the two men would 
probably implicate many others. 

“We have information that Osborn 
has been taking large local orders for 
his whisky company at Chattanooga,’’ 
he said, “and they may be implicated. 
Osborn had returned checks made out 
in favor of a man named French, of 
the company. We believe that he and 
Stradley have been largely supplying 
the local trade in wholesale lots. And 
when they’ are tried the people may 
look for a great legal wattle that will 
take thousands of dollars to fight. I 
look for the cases to be carried to the 
highest courts if we secure convictions.”

Opposed the Postponement. 


In opposing the postponement of re- 
consideration of the vote by which the 
Japanese school segregation bill was 
passed in the assembly yesterday, Grove 
IL. Johnson, of Sacramento, author of 
the bill, suggested that, {f the matter 
were delayed, the bill be sent to the 
judiciary committee and to the attor- 
ney general for an opinion as to its 
constitutionality. 

Others indorsed this suggestion, Rich- 
ard Metrose, of Arahein, asserting there 
was grave doubt as to its constitu- 
tionality, and ‘he believed the point 
raised Ay President Roosevelt in his 
telegram to Governor Gillett yesterday 
should be thoroughly @iscussed before 
the assembiv finally put its stamp of 
approval upon the measure. 

Mr. Johnson expressed the belief that 
a movement was on foot to kill the 
bill by motions for delay. 

John M. Preston, of Ukiah, said the 
governor had been placed in.@ serious 
predicament by the action of the as- 
sembiv. He believed the bill would be 
vetoed, if passed, and, £0 long as the 
lower house already had committed it- 
self, he was in favor of “letting it go 
at that.” 

No Trouble With Japanese.

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GEORGIA FARMERS WANT. 
COTTON STANDARD SETS 


Washington, February 5.—(Special.)- 
The department of agriculture be - 
ing urged to prepare for general dis- 
tribution sets of the new cotton stand- 
ards fixed by the committee appointed 
Secretary Wilson. This committee 
was appointed in compliance with a 
resolution introduced in congress 
year by Representative Burleson. 

The committee agreed upon 
grades. Nine specimens of each grade 
will be placed in a box, and the 8! 
specimens will constitute a set. The 
grades are based on good ordinary and 
middling fair is the highest grade. They 
are: Good ordinary, strict good 
dinary, low middling, strict low wm }- 
diing, middling, strict middling, ged 
middling, strict good middling, and r.~.'- 
diing fair. 

R. F. Duckworth, of Georgia, ch. “f- 
man of the national lJegislative coma), f- 
tee of the (Farmers’ Union, is in Wia/i- 
ington looking into the matter of eh 
new cotton standards.

JUDGE SAYS MOBS 


ARE SCUM OF EARTH 


Describes Members of 
Them as “Scalawags.” 


Judge Gilbert Disapproved Ac- 
tion of Authorities in Taking 
Negro Out of Columbus for 
Fear He Might Be Lynched. 


Columbus, Ga, Feoruary 5.—(Special.) 
Basifg his remarks on street and news- 
paper talk on the subject of a negro 
around here several days ago, charged 
with attempted criminal assault upon 
the person of a young white women, 
Judge S. P. ‘Gilbert today delivered 4 
special charge to the grand jury in Mus- 
cogee superior court on the subject of 
lynching and mob law. 

He disapproved of the action of tne 
authorities in hurrying the negro out 
of town, sending him Ww jail in another 
county, and said that prisoners in his 
court would be protected. He said that 
mobs were composed of scallawags and 
the seum of the earth, and asked if the 
people were willing to turn the aumin- 
istration of justice over to such irre- 
sponsible people. 

Judge Gilbert had heard that one of 
the reasons why mob violence might be 
resorted to in this case would be the 
difficulty encountered in securing con- 
viction. and this feature of the matter 
was the Subject of scathing remarks 
from the court.

by Falling Derrick. 


Swept Off Roof by a Derrick 
While Working:on the Fifth 
Floor of the New Postoffice 
Building. 


While at work on the fifth story of 
the new postoffice building, Thomas J. 
S. Wynn, a young iron worker, was 
swept off by a falling derrick yester- 
day morning shortly before 1! o'clock, 
ard died one hour later in the Atlenta 
hospital of a fractured skull. Wynn fell 
down two stories, turning a somersault 
and striking on his» head. He was 
mcked up unconscious and remained in 
that state until he expired. 

Wynn was 24 years of age, and boaxl- 
ed with Mrs. C. H. Coker, of 46 Scott 
street. He formerly lived in Columbus, 
Ga., where he is survived by his moth- 
er, Mrs. M. E. Wynn. She has been 
not! of her son’s fatal accident. The 
body wag removed to the undertaking

With a smaller derrick Wynn was 
helping other workmen to erect a 
larger derrick on the fifth floor of the 
building.
